President Darwin P. Kingsley, of 
the New York Life Insurance Compa- 
ny, starts his new year with pessi- 
mistic predictions as to business prus- 
pects in 1911.

Change After Change.

John B. Reichmanh, 
whose affiliations with the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining Company, a subsidiary 
of the Standard Oil and the National 
Starch Company, of which hé was pres- 
ident, made him a desirable asset, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Dickinson for ten months.

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How shall Georgia be divided into 


twelve congressional districts? 

This is a question with which the 
legislature will have to wrestle as soon 
as congress fixes the new basis of ap- 
portionment, 

That basis, it now appears, will be 
made such as will increase the present 
membership of the lower house of con- 
gréss from 391 to 433 msmbers. 

This will give Georgia twelve mem- 
bers of the lower house instead of 
eleven, as at present. 

The basis upon which this appor- 
tionment will be made is one congress- 
man for approximately every 211,500 
persons. 

Georgia's New Districts. 

The addition of one congressman wil! 
make it necessary to redistrict Geor- 
gia, and the question ts how this can 
best be done with the least disturbance 
of the present arrangement. 

A simple and, apparently, satisfac- 
tory method of bringing about this re- 
apportionment is suggested by Hon. 
Charles L. Davis, of Warm Springy 
who proposes to form the new twelfth 
Gfstrict from parts of the fifth, sixth 
and eighth districts, and in such a 
manner as to make very slight changes 
in the other districts of the state as 
they now stand. 

The arrangement which Mr. Davis 
proposes may be caught at a giance 
from the accompanying map. 

“T regard this as a fair and well- 
balanced arrangement,” Mr. Davis said 
in spéaking of ft, “and one which will 
not break up or interfere with ‘the 
present arrangement any more than is 
necessary to bring about an equal dis- 
tribution of population. It will not, 
likewise, interfere to any extent with 
the regularity in geographical lines; 
and the communication of the counties 
thus placed together.”

ON CORPORATIONS 


Strenuous Times Ahead 
for Alleged Trusts, 


In Next Six Months Many 
Convictions Will Be Sought. 
No More Fines, But Prison 
Sentences if Convictions Are 
Secured. 


- Washington, January 17.—(Special.)— 
The next half year promises to be a 
strenuous one for officials of ‘the de- 
partment of justice, from the attorney 
general down to the office boy. The 
same period also promises to be one 
of unrest and worry for some of the 
large corporations and their officials. 
Within the period named, the attor- 
ney general will endeavor to bring to 
@ successful close the suits already in- 
stituted against ten or a dozen cor- 
porations, andhave half as many more 
completed ready for presentation to 
either a civil or a criminal court. 

First comes the case of the tobacco 
trust. Arguments were begun yester- 
day and will be continued Monday. 
This case will be followed by the re- 
hearings of the Standard Oil and the 
corporation tax cases. While the cases 
are being heard in the higher tribu- 
nals some of the best legal minds in 
the department will be in Chicago 
combating the array of legal talent 
employed by the beef trust in an ef- 
fort to bring that corporation before 
the criminal court and check moves 
for delaying prosecution. 

Prison Sentences Wanted. 

In this case, every effort is being 
made by the department to get prison 
sentences with oonvictions. At the 
same time the now famous bath tub 
trust case will come up for hearing 
and triel. Here an army of trust of- 
ficlals have been indicted by a federal 
grand jury on criminal charges. This 
case will be called for an early hear- 
ing. Unlike the beef barons, the of- 
ficials of the bath tub trust have vir- 
tually confessed their guilt and asked 
for clemency. According to Attorney 
Genéral Wickersham, there will be no 
clemency. 

There is a suit in equity against-the 
Great Lake Towing monopoly. The suit 
will be threshed out. A suit against 
the wholesale grocers’ combination, 
Going business in the southern states, 
will face court music on the charge 
of conspiracy to restrain any grocer 
except members of the monopoly from 
Selling the products of the grocers’ 
combination. Then there is the but- 
ter and egg board of Elgin, against 
which the department has evidence 
tending to show that it is a combina- 
tion which controls the price of butter 
and eggs. A suit against it will be 
started. The brick trust is tabled for 
criminal prosecution, as indictments 
were returned by a federal grand jury 
against its officers. A dissolution suit 
aiso has been entered. 

The Sixteen-Hour Law.

This amendment authorizes the pres- 
ident to fix the freight and passenger 
charges for using the canal, but the 
freight charges are limited to not less 
than 60 cents nor more than $1.50 per 
net ton. It is provided also that no 
charges shall be paid for vessels in bal- 
last, nor for vessels owned or operated 
for or on account of the United States 
government, or for merchant vessels of 
the United States engaged in the coast- 
wise trade of this country. A proviso 
is added, however, that the exemptions 
shall not apply to any vessel tn coast- 
wise trade which is owned, in whole or 
in part, or which is controlled direet- 
ly or indirectly by any railroad com- 
pany.

Chicago, January 7.—A colonization 
project, one of international scope, and 
which will not only attempt to turn the 
tide of immigration from the cities to 
the country, but, in a measure, to con- 
trol immigration to the United States, 
is being pushed quietly by an organ- 
ization of the Catholic clergy. accord- 
ing to a news article printed today. 
The organization is the Catholic Col- 
onization of the United States of 
America, and its founder and 4irst 
president is the Rev. Julius E. Devos, 
pastor of St. John Berchmann’'s church 
at Chicago. 

The object of the organization 
three-fold: First, to search out 
most available agricultural lands in 
the United States which are open to 
colonization, and direct itmmigrants to 
these lands; second, to check undesir- 
able immigration to the United States 
through co-operation with the loca) 
@lergy in those foreign countries from 
which the great bulk of immigrants 
come; and, third, to establish a church 
and a school in each of the colonies 
formed in order to give a permanence 
to the community. 

The first move of the society will 
be to send abroad chaplains of coloni- 
zation to interest the Catholic clergy 
of Europe in the project. Local priests 
will be asked to keep these chaplains 
informed of families within their par- 
ishes who intend to come to the United 
States. If the immigrants are of the 
desirable class, the chaplains will en- 
deavor to have them come to the new 
agricultural colonies and stay away 
from the cities. 

If they are classed as “undesirables.” 

a local clergy will endeavor to dissuade 
thee from immigrating.

Secretary Knox and Canadian 
Representatives in Con- 
ference.

Washington, January 7.—A _ deter- 
mined effort to lay the foundation for 
a reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Canada was initiated today, 
when Secretary Knox welcomed at the 
State department the representatives 
of the Canadian government. Mr. 
Knox explained to the Canadian en- 
voys the powers conferred upon the 
representatives of the department of 
state and the purposes of the United 
States government in entering Into 
the negotiations. There were just six 
members of the conference, including 
Chandler P. Anderson, Charles M. Pep- 
per and John B. Osborn, for the United 
States, and W. 8. Fielding, minister 
of finance, and William Patterson, min- 
ister of customs, for Canada, and Sec- 
retary Knox. 

Indications are that e negotiations 
will at least consume week's time. 
The most that can be expected at this 
stage of the commercial relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada is 
a convention dealing with a certain 
limited number of articles. It will 
probably include the addition of a few 
raw products to the free lists, reduc- 
tions of duty on American manufac- 
tured articles not now largely made in 
Canada, and reduced dutlegs On some 
Canadian agricultural staples largely 
used in the United States. Even this 
much will be regarded by the state de- 
partment as a satisfactory accom- 
plishment as the opening wedge for 
the extension of the idea of reciprocity 
in supplementary conventions to be 
drawn in thé future.

Sage Foundation, which plans a na- 
tional campaign against usurtTous 
money lenders. Twelve more sults are 
said to be under preparation, and 
wherever the evidences justifies, crim- 
inal action will be brought through 
the district attorney’s office. 

“The four hundred chattel and loan 
companies doing business mm New 
York,” said Arthur H. Ham, special 
agent for the foundation, “have an 
aggregate capital of about §5,000,000, 
which, by short term loans, is made 
to do an annual business of about 
30.000,000. The average cost of a loan 
to the borrower is 10 per cent a month 
or 120 per cent a year. he 1egal rate 
is 6 per cent. Consequently, nmrore 
than $5,000,000 annually ts extorted 
from those who are least apte to bear 
oppression. 

“The loan shark is in all large cit- 
ies of the country. Unt?! an agency 
is supplied where the deservrng bor- 
rower can get accommodated at a rea- 
sonable rate he will continue to flour- 
ish, in spite of laws, and the bor- 
rower will connive with him In evading 
these laws. 

“The ultimate remedy is a remedial 
loan society, which will advance 
money at a reasonable rate of inter- 
est. This proposed society will not 
be financed by the Sage Foundation, 
but like those who are already in op- 
eration in twenty cities, it will be 
readily supplied with funds by private 
individuals, who will welcome an op- 
portunity to combine a safe ana sound

Representative Underwood of Ala- 
bama, who fs scheduled for tne posi- 
tion of chairman of the new ways and 
means committee, favors th{s plan.

the yield of the principal crops 
at least as great in 1909 as in 
1899 and the value of that yield far 
greater. 

Particularly remarkable are the 
agricultural statistics for lowa in 
comparison with the population statis- 
tics. Despite a considerable decrease 
in the rural population, the value of 
farms (including bulldinges) increased 
during the ten years no less than 
117.38 per cent. The average value of 
farm land per acre increased about 
two and one-third times during 
short period. Every one knows 
the farmers in this north-central se 
tion have been growing rich, that 
their homes are more comfortable, and 
that they have more conveniences 
than ever before. Why, then is the 
rural] population decreasing? 

Perhaps it may be that this very 
prosperity of the farmers accounts for 
the decline in population. With the 
higher prices which they have received 
for thefr products, they could afford 
to buy better machinery, which re- 
duced the need for labor. Again, it !s 
likely that many farmers have felt 
unwilling to divide up their land

the ex post facto law. 

“There is little chance of their de- 
ceiving the intelligent farmers of the 
United States by such methods, how- 
ever. If they are really sincere in 
their friendship for the farmer, let 
them sell the farmer potash salts at 
the same prices at which the independ- 
ent mines sold their potash before the 
passage of the law. Under the law 
the mines of the potash trust do not 
have to pay the penalty tax assessed 
against the output of the independent 
mines, and the American farmer has 
the right to ask them why the prices 
which they are now making to them 
net the mines of the potash trust prices 
100 per cent higher than the prices 
at which the independent mines sold 
American buyers before the passage 
of the law. 

“We believe the American farmer, 
if compelled to pay this extra 100 per 
cent, would prefer to pay it to the 
German government as a penalty tax, 
rather than have it go to swell the 
earnings of the mines comprising the 
German potash trust, which induced 
the German government to pass the 


law. 

“We think the potash trust will have 
to devise some better method than 
this if they hope to deceive the Ameri- 
can farmer or the president of the 
United States as to their real position 
toward American consumers of pot- 
ash.”’

When a group of Atlanta’s leading 
Chinamen, who hang out in the Joss 
house on East Hunter street near Cen- 
fral avenue, were asked about the 
royal edict against pigtails, one of 
them, whose American dialect has less 
chop suey about it than the balance, 
said that there had been noi official 
news received in Atlanta about any 
pigtail] edict. He stated, however, 
that if such an edtet came pigtails 
would go. 

The truth is, so the Chinamen say, 
that there are very few Chinese pig- 
tails in Atlanta, as most of the China- 


men in the city have become too much 
Americanized to wear queues. 

There seems to be but a very few 
Atlanta Chinamen who are orthodox. 
Only now and then you can come 
across a real “died-in-the-wool,”’ loyal 
ang patriotic Chinaman who sticks to 
his pigtail as well as his fantan, pipe 
and chop sticks.

These 
reports are from data compiled by the 
companies a year or more ago. Most 
of the railroad companies mace up the 
record from data compiled for the 
period from midnight on October 31, 
to midnight of November 30, 1909. 
Some companies prepared their reports 
from records kept in the months of 
November, 1909, and January, 1910. 
At all events it seems that complete 
reports should now be In hand. 

In some casés the work was retard- 
ed because the railroad companies 
failed to follow the instructions of 
the department in the preparation of 
forms sent them. 

These reports are being assimilated 
and digested, and when the @ata ts ar- 
ranged it will be possible to compare 
the amvuunt of service of each Class 
performed, as represented by the cart 
foot miles, with the operating ex- 
penses assigned to each class of serv- 
ice. The same process will be followed 
in reference to the revenue from each 
Class of service, tased on the opera- 
tion of trains and the space caevotea in 
each to mail, express and passenger 
business.

STOCKS ON SATURDAY 
STRONGEST OF WEEK 


Favorable Condition of Anthra- 


cite Coal Trade Caused 
the Advance. 


7.—In spite of 


New York, January 
the closing of a local trust company, 
or maybe because of it, today’s stock 
market was the most active and 
strongest of the week. All the prom- 
inent issues participated in the ad- 
vance, which, for the most part, was 
substantial, with special strength in 
the coalers. The movement in Reading 
was attended by rumors of early 
changes in the executive Management 
of the company, which, it was aveltred, 
would make for a more liberal aiti- 
tude toward the stockholders. It is 
more likely, however, that the spurt in 
the stock was largely, if not entirely, 
due to the very favorable condition of 
the anthracite coal trade. Baltimore 
and Ohio was another strong stock on 
buying, attributed to Berlin. The gas 
stocks were again features of strength. 

The suspension of the Carnegie Trust 
Company occasioned no surprise in 
banking circles. It will probably be 
found that today’s episode harks back 
to the panic of 1907. Other news of 
the day included reports from the com- 
mercial agencies and country-wide 
clearings. Trade in mercantile lines 
has found much stimulus in the west 
and southwest, by reason of the colder 
weather, and jobbers were quoted feel- 
ing optimistic on the general outlook. 
Total bank clearings were less by 216 
per cent than the same week last year, 
this city showing a decrease of over 40 
per cent. Such centers as Chicago, 
New Orleans and Baltimore all report- 
ed a marked falling off, while St. Louis 
alone showed an increase, though very 
slight. 

An unusual feature for a Saturday 
was the smart rise in foreign demand, 
sterling advancing to $4.8810 on buying 
of bills by local bankers Who were 
reported to have made heavy purchases 
Of American bonds abroad. 

The bank statement was decidedly 
more favorable than all forecasts with 
its huge actual loan decrease of $22.- 
632,000 and cash gain in excess of 
$10,000,000. Loans of the non-member 
banks and trust companies also showed 
a gratifying decrease.

BUSINESS FAILURES © 


DURING 1910 AND 


Decrease in Number, But In- 
erease in Amount of 
Liabilities. 


(From Dun's Review.) 


Commercial failures in the United 
States during the year 1910, according 
to statistics compiled by R. G. Dun & 
Co., numbered 12,652, with defaulted 
liabilities amounting to $201,757,09:. 
In number of failures the record for 
the past year shows a decrease as colm- 
pared with 1909, when the number was 
12.924, and a much larger decrease 45 
compared with the 1908 total of 15,690. 
The amount of liabilities, however, 
showed an increase as compared with 
1909, when the total defaults aggre- 
gated §$154,603,465, but a decrease as 
compared with 1908, the total that year 
having been $222,315,684. Of the 12;- 
652 defaults in 1910 there were 260 for 
$100,000 or more, the aggregate liabill- 
ties of these being 103,275,788, so that 
51 per cent of the defaulted liabilities 
of the year were represented by only 
2 per cent of the defaulting firms, The 
average amount of each failure was 
$15,945, comparing with $11,954 in 1909, 
$14,169 in 1908 and $16,834 in 1907. De- 
ducting the 260 large suspensions the 
average liabilities of the remaining 
small failures was $9,749. 

Analyzing last year’s defaults vy 
branches of business, the returns show 
that in the manufacturing division 
there were 3.280 failures, with total 
liabilities of $80,916,885, as compared 
with 3,031 failures with liabilities of 
$64,716,548 in 1909, 3,827 for $96,829,015 
in 1908 and 2,913 for $106,640,444 in 
1907. the record, therefore, showing 
marked improvement with respect to 
the amount of liabilities as compared 
with the two latter years. Of these 
manufacturing defaults 158 were fo" 
$100,000 or more, aggregating $51,557,- 
168 in liabilities. The average per firm 
of the smaller manufacturing defaults 
Was $8,768—the lowest average re- 
ported for seventeen years. The mer- 
cantile or trading defaults of the year 
numbered 8,929, with aggregate liabili- 
tles of $74,990,993, as. compared with 
9524 insolvencies with lMabilities of 
$69,094,768 in 1909 and 11,272 for $91,- 
661.957 in 1908. As compared - with 
both of the two preceding years, there- 
fore, the record for 1910 in this class 
may be regarded as fairly favorable. 
Of the trading defaults 65 Were ior 
$100,000 or more, aggregating $17,930.- 
The average per firm of the smal! 
trading defaults, therefore, wag $6,457

There was considerable increase in 
liabilities in the south Atlantic states, 
but notable contraction in number, 
2.280 involving $29,959,428, comparing 
with 2.630 for $27,874,965 im 1909, 2,969 
for $38,618,843 in 1908 and 1,089 for 
$26,298,791 in 1907. Improvement was 
reported by Delaware, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Kentucky, the re- 
maining states making more o° less 
unfavorable comparisons with last 
year. There was a slight increase in 
number of manufacturing failures, 408 
comparing with 404 in 1909, but there 
was a notable improvement in the 
amount involved, $11,663,406 against 
$13,321,597. They were also smaller 
than in the two preceding years. ‘Trad- 
ing failures showed marked improve- 
ment in both number and amount, 1,811 
for $13,477,623 comparing with 2,192 in 
1909 for $13,958,739 and 2,421 in 1908 
for $19,229,962. 


Southwestern States. 


Commercial suspensions in the south- 
western states numbered 1,069, with 
liabilities of $11,904,740. This was a 
decided improvement as regards num- 
ber compared with the 1,120 of a year 
ago or the 1,616 of 1908, but a pfro- 
nounced increase in the amount in- 
volved, this being $9,564,269 in 1909 
and $10,893,648 the year before. Every 
state showed come increase, ercept 
Arkansas. Most of the increase was in 
the manufacturing class, although the

Quiet Week in the New 
Orleans Cotton 
Market. 


New Orleans, January 7.—Ilt was a 
quiet week with the cotton exchange. 
Owing to the holiday Monday there 
were only five days of trading, and 
operators on both sides devoted much 
time to a consideration of the pending 
census report on the ginning of ocot- 
ton up to the end of the year 1910. 
Bearish expectations were entertain- 
ed in regard to this report, and 
consequence was that the net change 
{n prices for the week was a decline 
of 3 to 10 points on the trading 
months. The high prices were made 
on Tuesday, when the market was 
7 points over last week's ciose. The 
low price was made on Thursday, when 
quotations were 20 to 24 points under 
last week’s finals. From the highest 
to the lowest there was a drop of 26 
to 30 points. 

Up to-the middle of the week there 
was considerable conflict 
over the pending cehsus report; 
after that the tenor of dispatches from 


the country in regard to ginning was, 


bearish and the average trader as- 
eumed the belief that the census bu- 
reau would issue figures that would 
affect the market unfavorably. In dis-

counting this belief, there was a grad- 
ual sag in prices untii profit taking by 
shorts was reached and good support 
was derived from this source. On the 
decling longs sold out freely. 

The movement of cotton was again 
large, and early in the week senti- 
ment was bearish in this direction. 
Later, however, it was seen that the 
movement toward ports was at the 
expense of stocks In the interior. At 
in the in- 
stocks lost over 20,000 bales 
during the week; Houston alone show- 
ed a loss of about 7,500 bales, and at 
the week-end all of the principal 
towns in the interior had smaller 
stocks than they had a week ago Fri- 
day. Because of this, there was less 
tendency iate In the week to call sta- 
tistics bearish. 

The weather did not become a fac- 
tor of importance at any time, in spite 
of the great departures in tempera- 
ture: Considerable rain was reported 
to have fallen in Texas during the last 
few days of 1910, and this did away 
with the interest that had been taken 
in the Texas new crop situation. 

In the spot market prices remained 
unchanged the week through. Mid- 
diing closed at 14 15-16, against 
14 15-16 last week and 15% this week 
last year. Sales on the spot amounted 
to 5,735 bales, against 2,285 last week 
and 3,488 this week last year. Sales 
to arrive totaled 6,310 bales, against 
3,150 last week and 1,600 this week 
last year. 
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TENDENCY OF PRICES 
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EASIER IN COTTON OIL 


Finding It Difficult to Ad- 
vance Prices, Selling 


Began. 


New York, January 7.—(Special.)— 
Activity im the local cotton oil mar- 
ket increased materially last week and 
the tendency of prices was easier. Pro- 
fessional traders, after their holiday 
rest, appeared more willing to operate 
and a large percentage of the week’s 
transactions represented the scalping 
activities of local operators. There 
was a desire eeeren’ to thoroughly 
feel out the market, and when it be- 
came difficult to advance prices, there 
was an immediate switch to the gsell- 
ing side. long as tHe market de- 
clined unde offerings, there was no 
anxiety to cover, but when prices re- 
sisted pressure, buying became pro- 
nounced. Thus the movement was ir- 
regular, with the feeling a trifle more 
bearish than it was late last month. 

The continued steady shipments of 
oil on old contracts has kept manu- 
facturing interests well supplied, and 
there was little evidence of extensive 
purchases for consuming acc@nt. The 
demand for both lard compound and 
oleomargarine is active, and it is gen- 
erally believed that supplies of oil 
held by the manufacturers of these 
products are comparatively light. Ac- 
cording to trade authorities, many ex- 
isting contracts to these interests ex- 


pire this month, and it is believed in, 


minent trade circles than an active 
uying movement for consuming ac- 
count will be inaugurated ere loug.

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REMAINS SO INACTIVE 


Active Market Might Inter- 
fere With the Float- 
ing of Loans. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, January 7.—(Special.)— 
The strength shown in the stock mar- 
ket in the early part of the week did 
not- entirely: fulfill the expectations for 
a prosperous week on the opening of 
the new year. The great bulk of trad- 
ing appears to have been furnished by 
the professional element rather than 
by a general revival of business. Most 
of the leading banking interests still 
held aloof from market operations, and 
were apparently opposed to activity at 
the present time, hence there was 
nothing to indicate a January rise, 
such as has occurred in some years 
of the past. The banking community 
now is interested chiefly in forthcom- 
ing loans, and many argue that an 
active stock market at the present 
juncture might interfere with the suc- 
cessful floating of these loans, conse- 
quently no encouragement is offered 
at present to a bull campaign in stocks 
by leading men, who frequently figure 
on the constructive side act. 

Activity tn Bond Market, 

The situation is ripe for the absorp- 
tion of new bond issues has been clear- 
ly developed by the renewed activity in 
the bond market, which gained force 
as the week drew to a close. The 
restoration of ease to the money mar- 
ket increased with the lapse of time, 
and showed a favorable contrast of 
affairs on the first week of 1910. This 
was a great stimulus to the investment 
demand, and its influences promises to 
exter.d into the future. The first im- 
portant loan on the new year will 
probably be that of New York City 
for something like $50,000,000, and will 


be brought out before t’ e close of the 
month. 

The easing up in money here has 
formed further contrast to the situa- 
tion itn London, where discounts within 
the past few days has shown a harden- 
ing tendency, under circumstances 
that at the close of 1910 for gold upon 
the Bank of England has arisen from 
Argentina, Turkey, Egypt, India and 
Germany, and a depletion of the bank’s 
gold supply in consequence has taken 
place at a season when recuperation is 
the rule. The action of the. Bank of 
France in refusing to sell gold for ex- 
port to any country because of the 
large French imports of wheat, made 
necessary by the partial failure of the 
French crop, has thrown the entiré 
Strain of the world’s demand upon 
English banks. The best feature of gen- 
eral trading has been the large final 
retail distribution of winter fabrics, a 
natural result of the low temperatures 
that have practically prevailed all over 
the country. 

In Steel and Iron. 

The December output of pig iron fel! 
off 7 per cent from November and 
reached the lowest monthly stage since 
April, 1909. The decrease from De- 
cember, 1909, was. 32 per cent, and with 
this condition prices were lower. New 
business in finished steel products con- 
tinued at a low ebb, with further price 
cutting which invests with much i{m- 
portance to next week's steel confer- 
ence. 

Increased inquiries for cars and loco- 
motives formed the only bright sup- 
port In the collateral branches of the 
fron and steel industry. The first large 
road equipment order of the new vear 
was represented in*the purchase of 196 
locomotives by the Harriman lines. The 
expenditure by the allied Harriman 
lines on this single purchase will be 
between $3,500,000 and $4.000000.

New York, January 7.—Andrew Car- 
negie and Senor de La Barra, Mexican 
ambassador to the United States, join- 
ed today in predicting that within one 
year the nations of the would will 
establish a joint court of justice. 

“It js my opinion,” sald Senor La 
Barra, speaking before tne Republican 
Club, “that in the cuurse of the new 
year an agreement may be arrived at 
among the foreign offices for the 
establishment ‘of an international court 
of justice founded on the judicial 
equality of the states, a tribunal which, 
due to some system which may be 
adopted, will harmonize the tenden- 
cies of some of the great powers with 
those the others have expressed in the 
conference of The Hague.” 

“Do you hear what he says?’ asked 
Mr. Carnegie, who followed the Mex- 
ican ambassador. “Well, l’ll say, too, 
we may have an international court 
in a year from now. But I1) take an 
option on another year. It is so easy 
for men to prophesy when you don't 
set a date. 

‘“T don’t think force will ever be 
necessary to put into effect the de- 
crees of arbitration. All are interest- 
ed in the exchange of thirty thousand 
billions sterling in commodity through- 
out the world. The nations would say 
to the disturber of peaceful relations, 
‘What right have you to disturb the 
peace of the world tn which we aré all 
partners. You have no right. Gentle- 
men, whoever violates an agreement if 
we have the power we expe! him from 
the club.

It is 
a time of happiness and good feeling, 
bt never of festivity in the sense of 
iy ga.ety.

tive. 

Che variety and beauty of the orna- 
on sale for decorating the 
istmas trees is something I have 
seer, and as mechanical!

nany of them not exceeding a few 
pennies in cost. Candy, especially 
ehocolate candy, in ail sorts of shapes, 
birds the the beasts of the 
fields,: the under sea and 
sorts and toys—scissorgs, 
guns, automobiles, Santa Clauses, all 
in chocolate.

able forms with wonderful decorations 
in iceing, candy and nuts.

The Churches. 

Beginning with Advent sofe of the 
Roman Catholic churches have a)! 
“krippe” in a chapel adapted for the'| 
purpose. The room is long and nar- 
row. As you enter, the “krippe” flashes 
upon your eye, occupying the entire 
end of the room; the ground is on 4) 
platform raised about 3 feet from the 
floor; the two sides, back and over-| 
head, are lined with canvas, painted 
like the “scenes” On the stage of a} 
theater. On these are pictures skill- 
fully arranged s0 as to blend with the 
actual moss, treeg and figures on the 
ground. The first we saw was a repre- 
sentation of St. John the Baptist 
preaching on the banks of the River 
Jordan. St. John, dressed in appropri- 
ate costume, stood on the river bank 
under a palm tree, and all around him 
were a mixed multitude just asa de- 
scribed in the famillar account in the 
Gospels. 

The multitude wag ingeniously in- 
creased by the use of mirrors so cun- 
ningly placed among the trees ag to 
be unobtrusive to the onlooker. A 
small bridge over a ravine, on which 
two pilgrims were walking, added to 
the picturesqueness of the scene. The 
Jordan was represented by mirrors 
laid no the floor of the platform; a 
small stream of water audibly trickling 
added to the illusion; mountains and 
plains and a village painted on the 
sides and back, and a sky overhead, 
lent reality to the scene which was 
very impressive. 

Scene Changes. 

The scene is changed every week, 
culminating in “The Nativity” The 
church does not neglect the opportu- 
nity of getting “Peter’s Pance.” Slots 
are provided to receive offerings, and 
an old priest in the background mut- 
ters “Verzuilt’s Gott” (God reward you) 
in tune to the clink of the coin. 

St. Michael’s church has a very beau- 
tiful krippe. In a stablé to ohe side 
are Mary and Joseph leaning over the 
manger with the Christ-chil4 in it. 
Calmly looking at the child from over 
the back of the mangep are two asses, 
while overhead is an angel bearing a 
scroll with “Gloria in Excelsig Deo” 
on it..In front are angels kneeling in 
adoratfon. On the other side an ange! 
flying down from on high, announcing 
the birth of Christ to the startled shep- 
herds. Sheep are scattered about in 
the inclosure and among the rocks. In 
the center of the scene are cows in 
very natural positions grazing in the 
grass, and back of them is a well with 
two women standing near; over all the 
sky and behind it is the little town of 
Bethlehem.

It is all wonderfully attractive and 
a beautiful way of reminding us that 
Christtinas is~the anniversary of the 
day when the Christ-chilad came vto 
earth, 

There will be no great festivities 
here on Christmas day; no flreworks or 
sport of a noisy kind. The literal 
translation of the word “Weihnacht” 
is Holy Night,” and to these people 
the anniversary of the birth of the 
Prince of Peace is a holy day, and so 
observed. Services will be held in 
all the churches on both “Weihnacht- 
sabend” and “Weihnacht,” with very 
beautiful music. Midnight mass is al- 
so given in many churches. 

Santa Claus (a corruption of 
Nicholas) does not come to the little 
German children on Christmas. His 
anniversary is celebrated on the 6th 
of December. On that night he comes 
and fills the stockings of the good lLit- 
tle boys and girls with cakes, candies, 
nuts and apples, but to the naughty 
ones he brings sonly a bundle of 
switches. Several families in the 
neighborhood often band together, and 
hire somebody to impersonate the good 
old saint, and on the evening of the 
6th he walks the streets, followed by 
crowds of children, distributing 
goodies to the deserving children and 
administering switchings to the 
naughty ones. He carries on his back 
a canvas bag in which he bears away 
all especially naughty ones. From the 
shouts and merry laughter which I 
heard as Santa Claus proceeded down 
our street in the midst of a group of 
merry little ones, I do not think they 
stand in much fear of his chastise- 
ment. One little fellow tn the canvas 
bag was very happy and joyful.

TI be- 
lieve modern education is beginning to 
realize this very lack of purse, tor 
each day there is more being done to 
make education stand for the more all- 
round training of body and mind and 
soul——the kind of training which fite 
the individual for life first, then some 
Special avocation afterwards. * 


Lack of Early Training. 


"I think the lack of right training 
of the child is the primary cause tor 
the lack of poise; then the restless- 
ness of the age which permeates the 
atmosphere in which grown-ups are, 
naturally affects the child ane grows 
with it, while there are wrong ideas 
of beauty and grace and attract?rveness 
put in the child-mind.

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“RIPE” PERSIMMON ROTTEN. 
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SAY THE GOVERNMENT EXPERTS 


Hy John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, January 7*.—(Special.)— 
Is a “ripe” persimmon ripe or rotten? 
The department of agriculture says the 
fruit when it reaches the stage that 
it can ordinarily be eaten without 
puckering the mouth is actually rotten. 
A process for taking the pucker out 
ef nice, hard, firm persimmons and 


making this fruit palatable when it is 


really ripe, and before itis touched 
by the frost and rots on the ground, 
has been invented by the department 
of agriculture. 

A firm persimmon that will not tie 
the face of the consumer into a knot 
and upset his internal 
with its stored tannin is expected to be 
@ boon to mankind; result in the wide 
Gevelopment of the persimmon indus- 
try. and lead to a commercial persim- 
mon crop that can be placed on the 
market as a delicious and valuable 
crop. 

Makes It a New Fruit. 

Processed in conformance with the 
G@isoovery of the department of agri- 
eulture, the persimmon can be eaten 
while it is as hard and firm as an ap- 
ple; it ia sweet and juicy, and its flavor 
4s comparable only to the fabled fruits 
of the gardens of the gods. Indeed, dé- 
partmentel officials who have tasted 
this new fruit—and the discovery 
makes it practically a new fruit—ad- 
Wance the theory that it must have 
been a processed persimmon, instead of 
an apple, with which Satan tempted 
Bive in the Eden days of long ago. 

Uncle Sam and his scientists cannot 
and do not claim all credit for this 
wonderful discovery. They got the 
“hunch” from Japan. The Japanese 
have been “processing” persimmons for 
@ good many years, but they never 
@iscovered just how they did it, and 
bave never been abie to commercialize 
their discovery. That was left to the 
experts of this government. 

Five years ago Dr. David Fairchild, 
who has charge of the bureau of for- 
eign seed and plant 
the department of agriculture, was 
traveling in the Far East. He was on 
board a Japanese coastwise steamer, 
out of Yokohama, and one day, at one 
of the meals, he was served a hard 
persimmon. Dr. Fairchild was familiar 
with the time-honored joke in the 
Sunny sOuthliand of his own country of 
getting a novice to bite into a hard 
persimmon, and he intimated, politely 
but firmly, that he did not care for per- 
He was urged to taste the 
fruit, however, and was assured that, it 
Was a special delicacy, and that he 
would find it altogether delightful. 

So he tasted it. somewhat gingerly, 
and greatly to his surprise found that 
the fruit was all that the Japanese 
had said of it. It was perfectly de- 
licious. At once Dr. Fairchild wanted 
to know.al!] about that persimmon. 
He wanted to introduce it into the 
United States immediately. He learn- 
ed, however, that the persimmon he 
Kad eaten was not the fruit as-it came 
from the tree, but had been put 
a process that had removed 
all the pucker. 

' This process was the simple expedi- 
ént, but rather expensive one, of

the persimmon assignment, and for 
almost five years he has been study- 
ing and experimenting with the fruit, 
with the result that the department 
is now prepared to announce its dis- 
covery to the country and to take 
steps toward introducing and com- 
mercializing the process. 

Mr. Gore ,.irst sent to Japan for 
some casks of saki and processed per- 
simmons just as the Japanese do the 
trick. He found that all traces of 
pucker were gone from the fruit after 
it had been left in the casks seven 
days, while the fruit was still firm 
and, juicy, and infinitely more edible 
than what is known as the nature- 
ripened persimmon. He concluded 
that it was the alcoho] in the wine re- 
maining in the cask that worked the 
transformation, so he tried the experl- 
ment with alcohol, and found that it 
worked successfully. He then experi- 
mented witin various gases, with 
Sreater or less success, and finally 
determined that carbon dioxide furn- 
ished the meditm for the best and 
cheapest process. 

Sealed in tanks into which carbon 
dioxide is forced and left there three 
days the persimmon is _ perfectly 
“processed.”” Carbon dioxide, it may 
be explained to the layman, is the 
“fizz” in soda water and all effervesc- 
ent waters and wines. It is inexpen- 
sive and the processing of persimmons 
will cost only 1 cent per cubic fopt. 
A thousand cubic feet of persimmons 
can be treated at a cost of only $10, 
and that is “some persimmons.” 

This scientific process simply antici- 
pates the process of nature. If per- 
simmons are Jeft to ripen for eight or 
ten days after they are gathered from 
the trees, the tanning. processes itself 
in the absence of oxygen, ang the 
pucker disappears. But the fruit vir- 
tually rots in this process of nature. 
It becomes soft and mushy, loses all its 
juice and rare flavor, !s difficult to 
handle and must be eaten with a spoon. 
It is altogether a “mussy” fruit to eat, 
and it hag never become widely popu- 
laf. 

Processed with carbon dioxide, the 
tannin in the persimmon takes the 
form .of tiny, insoluble crystals that 
are absolutely tasteless. The fruit re- 
mains hard and firm, very much like 
a fine pear. It can be eaten as one 
munches an apple, or it can be pared 
and sliced and served in that form. In 
fact, it is possible to do anything with 
the processed persimmon that ig done 
with any other fruit except ‘cook it. 
After it has been processed it will 
keep from ten days to two weeks— 
longer than peaches or pears may be 
kept after they are ripe. 

No Fruit to Compare. 

Those who have eaten them insist 
that there is no fruit to compare with 
the persimmon for delicioug flavor and 
all-around taste-satisfying properties. 
In food value it excels most of the 
other fruits. It has greater food value 
than apples, plums or peaches, and is 
the equal of the banana, while it has 
only a little less food value than dates, 
figs and raisins. 

According to the departmental ex- 
perts, the persimmon should become 
one of the foremost American fruits, 
thanks to the discovery of this process. 
In the first place, it is one of the few 
fruits indigenous to the United States, 
growing throughout a wide section of 
the country, ag far north ag southern 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. It is true that 
the native persimmon is small, the size 
of. plums, but by grafting Japanese 
persimmons, and other varieties, on 
the native tree, a persimmon is grown 
that is from four to five inches in di- 
ameter. 

The trees bear enormously, and there 
are no difficulties of cultivation. More- 
over, the persimmon tree is remark- 
ably free from the pests that are the 
plague of orchardists, It igs very hardy, 
will thrive almost everywhere, and the 
birds and insects leave the fruit se- 
verely alone until it has passed the 
Stage where it is always gathered. 
They don’t like the pucker any better 
than human beings like it. For this 
reason persimmons can be grown suc- 
cessfully in places where no other truit 
can be grown because of the devasta- 
tions of birds and insects. re

No Vacancies Will Cause 


Personnel to Remain 


Unchanged. 


Stockholders and directors of the 
six national banks of the city will 
hold their regular annual meetings at 
1l o’clock Tuesday morning. The 
stockholders will meet for the pur- 
pose of electing boards of directors 
for the coming year, while the direc- 
tors will in turn elect the officers of 
the various institutions. So far as 
can be ascertained at this time, there 
is little or no probability of there be- 
ing any change made in the personne! 
of either the boards of directors or the 
officers of any of the institutions. 

It so happens at this time that there 
is not a vacancy on the board of di- 
rectors of any of the banks. It has 
been the history of the banking busi- 
ness in Atlanta that there seldom is 
except in case of the death of one of 
the members. This makes it * prac- 
tically certain that there will be ao 
changes now, it is belleved. 

By a canvass of the situation yes- 
terday it was learned on good au- 
thority that there will certainly be no 
changes.in five out of the six institu- 
tions. In the other it is intimated that 
there is a bare possibility of one or 
more changes in the personnel of the 
board of directors, but it was stated 
that this possibility is so slight as to 
be hardly worth considering. 

The meetings of stockholdersand di- 
rectors here will not be the only ones 
in the country by any manner of 
means, a8 the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary is the day set aside for these 
meetings in every national bank in the 
country, the officials of which will all 
gather day after tomorrow. 


ture are scouring the world for dif- 
ferent varieties of persimmons in or- 
der to assist in the development of the 
fruit as it can be grown in this coun- 
try. Persimmons have been brought 
from Borneo, from the Straits Settle- 
ment, from africa, from Asia, from 
Japan and from China. A white per- 
simmon has been found in the Philip- 
pines and experiments are now being 
tried with it. The native persimmon, 
as it ripens, is of a very dark yellow’ 
color, almost like an orange. One 
variety of the Asiatic persimmon is 
very large and is known as the 
“Grindstone.” 
Foreign Persimmons, 

The department imports scions or 
slips of these foretgn persimmons,) 
grows them in its experimental gar- 
dens or hot houses and them sends eut 
Slips to orchardists for budding or 
grafting. Every assistance and in- 
centive will be offered through this 
governmental agency to bring about 
the development of a big persimmon 
growing industry, for at the depart- 
ment of agriculture this “processing” 
discovery is looked upon as one of the 
greatest achievements im that line af 
recent years. 

Experiments have been made in pre- 
serving or canning persimmons, but 
they bave proved unsuccessful thus 
far. So far as has been learned, the 
persimmon is spoiled by any process 
of cooking or preserving, but it can 
be dried, like a fig, and is of value in 
that form. 

Experiments are also being conduct- 
ed in the hope that something can be 
developed in .ne processing of the 
persimmons that will make it possible 
to keep them for weeks and months, 
as apples are stored for the winter, 
and the experts are hopeful that re- 
sulta, wil) be obtained In that line. It 
is beHeved that it will come primarily, 
however, if it comes, through the de- 
velopment of a hardier variety of the 
fruit by the grafting process. 

However, a long step forward to- 
ward making persimmon growing a 
practical, profitable industry has been 
taken by the discovery of a cheap 
process for taking the pucker out of 
the fruit without spoiling the fruit. 
Thanks to t..e hard-working. brainy, 
underpaid scientists of the govern. 
ment, pucker and persimmon are noc

Probing the Escape of Five 
Prisoners---Courtmartial Like- 
ly ‘for Soldier Said to Have 
Furnished Saws. 


Definite charges will be preferred 
in the next few days, it is stated, 


five prisoners to escape from the Tower 
last: Monday night. 

It has now become certain that the 
men had assistance in their escape, 
but the identity of those who aided 
them is yet unknown. 

After the five men had been recap- 
tured it was thought that the escape 
had been satisfactorily explained by 
the statement of Withrow in regard 
to the saws, scantling and lock, but 
recent developments in connection with 
the attack of Knox on Jailer Knight 
have led the authorities td believe that 
someone hts been aiding the prison- 
ers. 

Knox attacked Mr. Knight with a 
piece cf galvanized pipe, part of the 
pneumatic system used in the jail, and 
which is thought to have had no busi- 
ness within the reach of the prisoner. 
Mr. Howard, engineer of the building, 
says that the pipe has been used to 
clean out the closets in that wing, 
and beyond the fact that “the pipe was 
where it belonged and was there for a 
legitimate purpose,” refus2?s to make 
any stirement. 

About That Pipe. 

Prisoners within the jail, however, 
state that they have never seen such 
a pipe used for that purpose, and the 
regulation mops are provided for scrub-, 
bing the sewerage system of the Tower. 
The piece of piping is used only in one 
place in the jail, running from the 
bottom to the top floors on the right 
hand side of the east wing, far from 
Knox's cell. It is said that Knox told 
Mr. Howard that he was going to kill 
Mr. Knight, whicn statement was not 
reported to the fa'ler until after the 
fight had occurred. 

Of four soldiers who have been ar- 
rested in connection with furnishing 
the saws to Langdon, Withrow, the 
Fannin county murderer, has identified 
one, Hollaenger. He says that he saw 
Hollaenger throw the saws in to the 
prisoner while his comrades crowded 
around him, so that the guards would 
suspect nothing, and that the saws fell 
on the floor just within reach. 

Langdon went to work on the bars 
of his cell, and had intended to saw 
through these first, in order to get 
into the corridor, but that when the 
door was left open they decided to 
make an !{mmediate dash for liberty. 
Withrow was threatened by Knox with 
a plece of iron chain, which he secured 
from his swinging bunk, and told that 
if he did not go he would be killed. 

Court-Martial Likely. 

The court-martial to try the soldiers 
willl likely be ordered within the next 
ten days, according to a statement 
from Captain Preston Brown, who has 
been in charge of the investigation. 
All of the men have protested their in- 
nocence, and the authorities at the 
fort state that it ts the unsupported 
word of a murderer against four men, 
and incline to the bellef in the inno- 
cence of the men. 

The police still hope to connect Knox 
with the murder of Pat Landers, but 
so far no definite evidence has been 
secured. Immediately after the two 
hold-ups, the similarity of the cases 
was remarked, both as to the methods 
pf the criminals and the descriptions. 
Knox is also said to be wanted in St. 
Louls on a charge there. 

Brooman, whose real name is 
Edward Vroman, is wanted in Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., by the sheriff on a 
bench warrant. He started his crimi- 
nal career when 15 years old, in June, 
1906, when he was guilty of petit lar- 
ceny. Later, he was indicted for bur- 
glary, and escaped from Jail August, 
1910, while awaiting trial. 

Sheriff Wheeler Mangum Saturday 
made the following official statement: 

“After talking to the turnkey, 
Crumb, I find that he turned on the 
lights, and as far as he knows, they 
were never turned off any more. 
Brooman, Langdon and Sutton all say 
that the lights were turnedg on in the 
evening and were not turned out any 
more, though their plan was, when 
they got ready to make their escape. 
to turn out the lights themselves by 
turning the globe, but they did not 
think it necessary to do this and left 
them burning. 

Door Apparently Locked. 

“As to the locks on the door, Turn- 
key Crumb says that the door to the 
prison cell was shut and apparently 
locked. He says just a little while be- 
fore the prisoners escaped Mr. Gille- 
land brought a man to the cell to see 
these prisoners, and when he went 
away there was some prisoner who 
wanted permission to give one of the 
prisoners in that cell something to eat, 
ang when he went to the door and hol- 
lered ‘Hello!’ as customary, no one 
answered. He unlocked the outside 
door, this being» the first time that 
he had entered the inside corridor. He 
hollered ‘Hello!’ the second time, and 
the third time. No one answered. He 
ran around the cage and he at once 
saw that the prisoners hag escaped. 
He at once ran down the steps and 
gave the alarm to Mr. Gilleland. 

“Brooman says that no one tampered 
with the lock; that it was an accident 
in which Deputy Sheriff Kntgnt failed 
to put the lock in the proper place. 
He also said that no one haa neen in- 
fide. Langdon said that it was a lit- 
tle carelessness of Knighit‘s which 
caused the door to be unlocked. 
Withrow said the same thing. Sutton 
said he was the man who atscovered 
the unlocked door. He founa it by 
standing up at the door ‘talking, and 
his finger touched the latch, which 
moved. Then he found the door to be 
unlatched. Knox refused to talk at 
all, 

“As to the pipe used In the fight with 
Deputy Knight, I found that the piece 
of pipe used by Knox had been left 
there by Engineer Howard. Howard 
said that the pipe was left, there for 
the purpose of using it in flushing 
the closets when they became stopped 
up. I also find that there was loose 
piping left on top of almost all the 
cages.

Editor Constitution: In your very 
interesting sketch of Dr. I. N. Cheney 
and wife, of Bremen, Ga., his many 
thousand friends wil] be joyfully sur- 
prised to know that he is so hale and 
hearty at the advanced age of &6.-His 
wife and he should recefve .many con- 
gratulations. 

Reference is made to F. M. Cheney. 
I had a most pecullar introduction to 
this good old gentleman. I joined the 
freshmen class of Mercer university 
of Penfield, Ga., in February, 1845. 
Every Saturday afternoon my class 
engaged in some game, townball, cat- 
ball, marbles, knucks, mumblepeg or 
something of the kind, one-half ar- 
rayed against the other, and the los- 
ing party always paid for the treats, 
The first Saturday. afternoon the treat 
was cigars (they spelled it “segars’’). 
Never having smoked and having re- 
solved never to smoke, I-declined ae- 
cepting a “segar.” The balance of 
the class was inclined to haugh at me 
for it. The same thing occurred the 
next Saturday, when one of the bays 
told me if I wished to be “in it’ I had 
better learn to smoke, and that at 
once, Or I would lose caste in college. 
for every boy. that was anybody 
smoked. The next Saturday when the 
offer was made me I accepted it. I 
put the “segar’’ and a couple of 
matches in my pocket, and upon going 
to my boarding house In the edge of 
the town, my path took me through 
a thick woods. Here I sat down upon 
the roots of a large white oak tree, 
struck a match and smoked at least 
two-thirds of my “segar,”’ when I be- 
thought myself of what I was doing. 
I looked up at the tree, I saw that not 
only it, but all the other trees around 
were in a whirl and I was getting 
deathly sick. It was with. great diffi- 
culty that I reached home, and through 
the kindness of friends I was put to 
bed. I was seized with extreme pains 
in the stomach, and continued very 
sick during the whole night, so much 
so that my friends came around and 


sent for a neighboring young doctor. 
After trying various remedies the doc- 


tor gave me twenty grains of calomel 
and soon thereafter prescribed ice 
water. This so frightened me to think 
a doctor would prescribe water after 
giving calomel that I feared the young 
doctor was not master of the situation, 
and I sent for Dr. F. M. Cheney, who 
has just been mentioned, to consult 
with this doctor. Dr. Cheney con- 
firmed Dr. Calloway’s prescription and 
treatment, adding thereunto a bDbilister 
plaster to be applied to my chest and 
stomach, at least 45 inches square. I 
was not relieved untfi]) the plaster 
drew. In a few days I recovered. 
When I was ready to resume my du- 
ties at the college I was confronted 
with several troubles, two doctors’ 
bills, extreme weakness, two weeks 
behind time in college and a tremend- 
ously sore “frontispiece.” 

Long before I recovered I firmty 

vowed if I ever got forgiveness for 
smoking that cigar, I would never 
taste tobacco again. For sixty-six 
years I have sacredliy kept my vows. 
In remembrance of Dr. Cheney I feel 
very thankful that something was 
done to check me In my early days 


from using tobacco.

ROADS MUST OBEY 
QUARANTINE LAW 
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Infected Cotton Products 
Not Welcome

KE. Lee Worsham, state entomologist, 
is issuing strict instructions’ to the 
railroads, calling their attention to the 
fact that the quarantine law in refer- 
ence to shipments of cotton see d, cot- 
ton seed meal and cotton seed hulls 
from states infested with the boll 
weevil into this state must be rigidly 
observed, or else the penalty provided 
for an infraction will be enforced, 

Several years ago the legislature 
passed a law which provided proper 
punishment for the railroads which 
brought into Georgia any feedstuff 
from infected states, in order to throw 
proper safeguards around Georgia 
farms. There have been several seiz- 
ures made by this department in the 
enforcement of the quarantine law. Mr. 
Worsham states that the roads are 
now -co-operating splendidly with the 
department of agriculture in enforcing 
the quarantine law. 

Alabama has recently been added to 
the list of cotton-growing states which 
must furnish certificates of immunity 
for all shipments of cotton, cotton seed, 
cotton seed meal, cotton seed hulls and 
lint, sent into Georgia. When an Ala- 
bama planter wishes to ship such prod- 
ucts into Georegla, he must first notify 
the Alabama entomologist and secure 
a statement that the product was not 
raised in an infected section of the 
state; furnish a certificate that the 
product was raised at the point speci- 
fied, and then secure a permit from the! 
Georgia state entomologist to allow 
this shipment to come into Georgia. 

In view of the growing demand for 
cotton seed meal and hulls, acknowl- 
edged to be the least expensive and 
best battle feed on the market, an ef- 
fort is oftentimes made to ship meal, 
hulls, ete., from ‘those states infested 
with the boll weevil and other cotton- 
at a lower price 
than the higher grade qualities are 
sold at, and it is to protect the planter, 
cattle raiser, dairyman and others in- 
terested in this feedstuff that the quar- 
an@ne law is being so rigidly enforced.

Mr. Mor- 
gan is written up much in financial 
circles. but he belongs not a whit 
less in this numerous list of Christian 
laymen that America is raising up to 
lead the world. These laymen have 
tremendous business burdens upon 
their shoulders, yet With painstaking 
exactness they give part of their time, 
themselves and of their money, their 
savings and profits, organized and 
irdividual movements looking to help 
of others.

America now leads Eng- 
land by giving $10,000,000 to England's 
$4,000,000 to foreign missions, but 
these sums go through regular chan- 
neis and are small when compared 
With the American benevolence crop 
as a whole. These special advisers in 
giving say America’s gifts are not at 
all what they ought to be, considering 
the $9,000,000,000 farm crop, but these 
experts will always let their ambitions 
run faster than their pocketbooks, and 
SO theyeare unfair critics. However, 
Americ@®& benevolence ig growing, and 
now is up in the hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year. Names of men who 
induce other men and women to give 
through their hands, and who 
coming to be benevolence advisers, are 
creating a new profession. The man 
who desires to enter it has no school 
to go to, but is as yet compelled to go 
into actual work. Men usually begin 
by having some cause that is in des- 
perate need for money.

New Orleans, January 7.—Sister Isi- 
dore, known here as “The Angel of the 
Poor,” died last night at St. Joseph's 
convent, after sixty-four years’ serv- 
ice in “the St. Joseph Order. She was 
85 years of age, being one of the old- 
est sisters in New Orleans, both in 
years and in length of service. 

Sister Isidore was born in 8&t. Ger- 
main, France, and came to New Or- 
leans from Havre in 1856, and ever 
since that time, clad in the rebes of 
her order and with a basket on her 
arm, she was a familiar figure about 
the New Orleans streets. 

Through a number of epidemics Sis- 
ter Isidore nursed the sick and even 
helped to bury the dead.

NO MAN IS 
GREAT AS 
HIS WORK

POMPOUS, iron-jawed rail- 
road president swung round 
in his swivel chair and 
scowled at an inquisitive 
reporter. ; 

“You can take it from 
me, young man,’’ he said, ‘‘that neither Wall 

Street nor the Standard Oil Company or any 

other power on earth had anything to do with 

the building of this railroad. I built it with 
my own brains. They got me the money; they 
got me the men. It is a good railroad; one of 
the best in the world, and it is going to last 
for many years as a monument to me. But 
bear in mind that I made the railroad; the 
railroad didn’t-make me.’ 

The reporter duly set this speech down, and 
somewhere in some hewspaper it may be 


found, essentially as we have set it forth here.’ 


It isn’t true, it isn’t just, it isn’t even com- 
mon sense, but there can be no doubt that 
when the railroad president uttered it he be- 
lieved it, every word. He fancied then, as he 
fancies now, that he was greater than his 
work, and that the railroad practically 
sprang from his brain, as we are told that 
lesser deities sprang from the brain of Jove, 
who was the head of the family of deities wor- 
shipped by the thoughtful but credulous peo- 
ple of early times. 

Now this man, able as he was, merely put 
together that railroad. Centuries before he 
was ever heard of men dug iron ore from the 
earth, and thus provided the means by which 
his track and locomotives and car wheels 
could be built. 

While the buffaloes were still kicking up 
dust clouds along his present right of way 
Stephenson was tinkering at his teakettle of 
@ locomotive engine, thus beginning ONE 
BRANCH of the railroad business, of ALL 
OF WHOSE BRANCHES this man calls him- 
self the master. 

Then other men improved the locomotive, 
and devised methods of engineering, and har- 
nessed the lightning to the electric telegraph, 
and taught steam’ how to work in a steam 
shovel, and educated the public into ways of 
buying railroad stocks and bonds, and experi- 
mented with different kinds of rolling stock, 
until from the abundance of the work that 
they had produced it was possible to choose 
and arrange the materials for a railroad. 

And meanwhile the tough, sinewy pioneers 
who had crossed the plains with ox teams, 
fighting their way against Indians and wild 
animals and famine and blizzards, developed 
a new country and planted the: wheat fields 
that made the railroad worth while. 

So the great railroad builder, instead of 
being greater than his work, was merely a 
very small part of it. 

He took up the work of hundreds, even 
thousands, of other men, and, following the 
example of many other railroad builders, 
combined it all into a tolerably efficient rail- 
road. 

Relatively he was about as much the orig- 
inator of the great system that he brought to- 
gether as the fourteenth coral insect in a reef 
composed of fourteen hundred billion coral in- 
sects is the originator of the reef. 

The world requires men like this man—men 
with imagination and nerve, who can see its 
needs, and who have the courage to supply 
them, no matter whether their motives are 
purely philanthropic—which is not often—or 
wholly selfish. But the world cannot afford to 
let such men get conceited or to fancy that 
compared to their own important personalities 
the work that they are doing is a mere. inci- 
dent. 

Several times in history big, able men have 
become possessed with the idea that they were 
greater than all other earthly beings. The last 
of these was Napoleon, and he lived to under- 
stand, if not to admit, his mistake. 

America has been more fortunate in its 
great men. Washington knew that compared 
to the cause he served his own personality 
counted for but little. There was never a 
time that he would not have stepped aside to 
let an abler man take charge of the Colonial 
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bition other than to see the country once 
more united and at peace. Great men were 
both of these, yet neither of them for a min- 
ute fancied that he was as great as the task 
that he had been set to do. 


The engineer who has built a oreat®bridge 
earns and gets the gratitude and admiration 
of his fellow men. Yet he has merely applied 
principles discovered and developed years .be- 
fore by other men, gathering together and 
putting into use materials whose properties 
have been known for centuries. 

He is not a creator, but a developer, and if 
he is a really able man he will be the first to 
admit his dependence on others. He has 
taken up the work that had been left uncom- 
pleted and carried it a little further, just as 
future engineers will take up and develop the 
work first done successfully by the Wrights in 
building and sailing flying machines. 

In the medical profession, which has per- 
haps gone further of late than any other call- 
ing, no one man dominates. 

Each of the great scientists who have de- 
voted their lives to it works at his own spe- 
cialty, acquainting himself with everything of 
importance that has been done before, and 
trying to improve upon it as much as he can. 

No medical scientist begins to be as great 
as the great work he is doing for the future 
of mankind. Year after year the colleges turn 
out swarms of graduates; year after year the 
ablest men apply themselves to the advance- 
ment of their profession. 

The good that they have done already is 
incalculable; the good that they will do in the 
future cannot be imagined by the mind of 
to-day. 

And if you could go into the laboratories 
where quiet, patient men toil hour on hour 
on some complex problem, if you could watch 
them at their work and hear them in their 
conversations with their fellow scientists, you 
wotld understand that they perhaps more 
than any other men understand how small and 
unimportant they are in comparison with the 
noble work that they are doing. 

The building of a battleship requires far 
more than the labor of the thousands of en- 
gineers and workmen who are employed on it. 

Long before the designer can lay down the 
lines of the vessel in the molding loft he must 
have stored away in his brain a marvellous 
amount of knowledge concerning all that has 
been done in shipbuilding up to the present 
time. 

He must know exactly the strength of the 
materials that are to be employed for frames, 
plates and armor, their weight and their abil- 
ity to resist the destroying elements soon to 
be arrayed against them. 

For all this knowledge he is absolutely de- 
pendent upon men who have built ships be- 
fore him, beginning with the first savages 
who ever congtructed vessels that would float 
on water, and continuing through all the ages 
of civilization. 

After the designer has done his work the 
builders must take it up—thousands of them, 
scattered throughout the cguntry—working in 
every place where the materials for shipbuild- 
ing are to be gathered together, 

Each of those men, whether he is a super- 
intendent of construction or an ordinary riv- 
eter, uses knowledge that he has gained from 
others, knowledge that has come down 
through the generations, each succeeding gen- 
eration adding a little to it. 

The battleship is not the work of one man. 
It is not even wholly modern, for its general 
form was decided upon almost with the first 


‘coracle which was paddled through the waves, 


and the materials from which it is built have 
been known in some form or other further 
back than history has been written.

And the only bar to flying as a practical 
commercial accomplishment is the present 
lack of a perfect motor.

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GIVE THE TEACHERS A FAIR SHOWING! 


Among the first municipal issues touched upon by Mayor Winn 
in his inaugural address was the urgent necessity of uniform in- 
creases in the salaries of the public school teachers in Atlanta, to the 
end of maintaining the high standard of the city’s educational 
system. 7 ; 

The mayor sketched the rapid growth of the city, the phenome- 


‘nal expansion ofthe school population, the increase in the cost A 


living, and the fact that the compensation of all other classes of 
employees had been raised with the single exception of the teachers. 

Showing that, in many instances, the remuneration of school 
teachers in Atlanta was les¢ than that of unskilled manual labor, Mr. 


Winn proceeded— 


The present salaries we are paying teachers are a ‘discredit to the oity; 
the great increase in the cost of living, prevailing during the recent years, 
demands that we pay more. To sécure and keep capable teachers, we must 
pay better salaries. If we are unable to secure the services of competent 
teachers, the high standard of our public school system will suffer and de- 
teriorate. This is a consequence we cannot permit, and I trust the general 
council wil! find a way to make a substantia! increase in the compensation 
of these noble men and women who are daily doing so much in moulding 
the liyes and characters of more than twenty thousand of the future men and 
women of this city. 


As in every other feature of his admirable summary of the city’s 
needs, Mr. Winn here reflected public sentiment with absolute ac- 
curacy. 

The four hundred-odd men. and women affected by his recom- 
mendation are discharging one of the roles most vital to Atlanta’s 
welfare: Training for citisenship and efficiency—mental, moral 
and physical—the little Atlantans who are tomorrow to assume the 
reins of government, and the functions generally of citizenship. 

The devotion and resourcefulness of Superintendent Slaton have 
enabled him against odds to make the faciities of the system keep 
fair pace with the marvelous growth of the city; but the day is-at 
hand when he can do so no longer, unless Atlanta is able to bid with 
other cities for teachers upon a plane of at least comparative 
equality. ge SF

It would be almost impossible to think of a Christmas present that 
eould not be sent by mail in Germany, provided its weight did not ex- 
eeed the 110-pound Hmit. Live fish, canary biftds, fresh flowers, the 
Christmas goose, toys of all shapes and kinds and the Christmas tree 
ittself—all these will go throngh the mails there. In Germany every 
package placed in the mails is insured by the wovernment, and case 
of damage or even of undue delay the insurance is promptly paid. 

Within the postal territories of Germany and Austro-Hungary the 
rate is 6 cents for packages up to eleven pounds In weight which are 
to be carried not more than ten miles. For greater distances within 


‘that territory the charge is 12 cents. 
Compare this with our postal rate of 64 cents for a four-pound 


package. 

Comment is almost superfluous, save as directing attention to the 
revolutionary benefits that would be enjoyed by the farmers of this 
country if they enjoyed the German prerogative of shipping 110 
pounds of farm truck to accessible markets, instead of depending 
upon the present costly arrangement.

TURPENTINE MEN PUZZLED BY 
CURIOUS SOUTH GEORGIA SOIL 


Albany, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Has the moisture which the soil in 
the lower section of Georgia once 
contained gradually wasted away un- 
til not sufficient remains to keep alive 
the big trees of the woods? 

Most people will smile at the very 
suggestion, but thete are men in south 
Georgia—and men who ought to know | 
something of what they are talking | 
about—who seriously contend that 
such is indeed the case. A man who 
has been in the turpentine business 
in various parts of Georgia for many 
years and who has studied trees as 
carefully as perhaps any man except 
scientific foresters, said repre- 
sertative The Constitution: 

“Did you know that pine trees were 
dying in south Georgia for no other 
appa’ent reason than that there is not 
sufficient moisture in the soil to keep 
them alive? Of course you are going | 
to say that there’s something else re- 
sponsible for the death of the trees, 
but I know what I am talking about. 

“I know where there are woods 
which have not been burned and in 
which the trees have not been turpen- 
tined or otherwise damaged, but where 
scores of trees have died. I have 
made carefnl investigation and have 
come to the conclusion that dearth of 
moisture is alone responsible for this 
interesting state of affairs. 

“It is worthy of note that in the 
districts where the conditions de- 
scribed prevail all the ponds have gone 
dry, and the same thing is true of al) 
but the deepest wells. It has been 
necessary to deepen many farm wells

Water-producing strata.” 


Other Trees Affected. 


It is declared that other trees than 
pines are dying, but particular at- 
tention is attracted to them because 
of their well-known hardy nature and 
the further fact that they are known 
to gend their tap roots to a great 
depth.

“The conditions which ¥ have de- 
scribeqg ang which any person taking 
the trouble to investigate will dis- 
cover for himself are due to the 
dearth of rain which has been mount- 
ing up into a big deficit for a number 
of years. There has been sufficient 
rain each year to make the crops, and 
it has been as a rule evenly dis- 
tributed, but every year there has 
been a shortage in the annua) rainfall 
which has gradually piled up.” 

Many persons have expressed the 
conviction that the sinking of hun- 
dreds of artesian wells throughout this 
part of Georgia has brou ht about 
the conditions now existing, but i is a 
well-known fact that artesian water 
has its source ang secures the pres- 
sure which forces it above the surisce, 
hundreds, or possibly thousands, of 
miles away, in mountainous districts. 

Meteoroiogical experts contend that 
the present “dry years” will be suo- 
ceeded by “wet years”—that present 
conditions are no different from what 
hag been experienced in thé ‘past,

REMARKABLE success in Europe has 

been attained by David Edstrom, the 

Swedish-American sculptor. who is as 

original as Rodin, though very differ- 
ent. Edstrom? was the son of a Swedish farmer. 
who settled thirty-six years ago near Ottumwa, 
lowa. Thither he was taken by his parents from 
his home in Sweden when quite a little boy. 

The hardships of a pioneer farm soon killed 
David Edstrom’s father, leaving the little boy to 
shift for himself as best he could. The lad made 
his living by selling newspapers in the streets of 
Ottumwa. He made up his mind to become a 
sculptor. 

Having heard of ao other art school, the boy's

hungry eyes turned to far-off Stockhomm. With 
only four dollars he made the journey from Os 
wa, in lowa, to Stockholm, In Sweden. 

He worked tn and around the theatres by day 
and studied sculpture by night. His progress 
was rapid. He made some sales and the pro 
ceeds enabled him to continue his studies in 
Florence and in Maples, until finally he has set- 
tied in Paris, where he is flourishing financially 
and artistically. 

Mr. Edstrom exhibits at the Paris Salon, ane 
bas won recognition at Munich and at the inter 
national exhibition of Venice. It was bere that 
Paolo Betini said that the young American} 
earlier works express the pain of battle, of aspt- 
rations and ideals against the crass materialism 
of life, and that his later works ate things of joy 
—the very personification of hope. 

The celebrated Thiel Gallery at Stockholm has 
mo less than ten of his works in marble and 
bronze. He has aleo sold to the museums of Stet- 
tin and Gothenburg. Of private collectors Mre 
Whitelaw Reid has some fine specimens of his 
work. 

David Edstrom does not belong to any school. 
He is a schoo] unto himself. Some profess to see 
traces of Rodin in his work, but the sculptor of ' 
his admiration ie Bourdel. He has been called 
an impressionist, a psychologist and a classicist. 

One of the most remarkable of Mr. Edstrom’s 
creations is entitled “Rhapsody.” It is a stané-

Marriage is and has always been 
considered the most important oo 
currence in the Hfe of a Hindu, 
whether prince or pauper.

are kept apart, each surrunded by 
his and her relatives. The bride

his mother-in-law he presents a 


necklace of diamonds, and to all his 
sistera-in-law, aunts and other rela- 
tives on his wife’s side, presents of 
value according to their nearness to 
him. 

The throwing of rice or wheat at 
a wedding is a Hindu custom that 
has been adopted in the West. It 
symbolizes the hope of fertility. 

Before the marriage can be com- 
pleted the horoscope of bride and 
bridegroom must be cast by the as 
trologers. The Hindus will rarely 
consent to a marriage unless the as- 
trologera predict that it will be a 
happy one. The predictions of these 
Oriental wise men have come true 
in such innumerable cases that all 
the Hindus believe implicitly in 
them. 

The variety of guests at this re 
markable wedding will doubtless be 
ificreased by some of the innkeep- 
ing and chestnut sellihg relatives of 


the Delgado sisters. For in the - 


background of the wedding, shed- 
ding a glamour over it, is the most 
wonderful romance of modern times 
—the marriage of the Maharajah of 
Kapurthala and Anita Delgado. It 
reads like a story from an old book 
of fai: y tales. 

Anita Delgado’s family belonged 


to the poorest of the poor. At one 
time she struggled for a miserable 
living by selling roasted chestnuts 
on a street cornerin Malaga. She ex- 
perienced every misery and humilia- 
tion that falls to the lot of a poor 
girl i: one of the poorest European 
countries. 

Like Cinderella {In the fairy tale, 
she -vas whisked away from a life 
of misery, where she wa3 ihe 
drudge and wage earner of the fam- 
ily, and immediately transformed 
into a rea] princess, not merely ‘he 
holder of an empty title, such as 
many American girls have given 
great fortunes for, but the wife of a 
sovereign who rules over a great 
State. ’ 

It is only a few years since the 
Princess waa selling hot chestnuts 
at five for a cent. Then she found 
an additional way of earning pen- 
nies by dancing to the music of a 
barrel organ in the streets. She was 
usually accompanied by her sister 
Maria. 

Later the family moved to Madrid, 
hoping to make more money from 
Anita’s beauty and talents. Soon 
after going there Anita danced on 
the top of a table in an obscure Tres- 
taurant, with such exquisite grace 
and abandon that she’ created a sen- 
gation. The proprietor engared her 
to dance, and the place became cele 
prated Then the Maharajah, who 


had come to Madrid to visit King 


Alfonso, and who always sees the 
interesting and curious’ sights 
wherever he goes, went to the lit- 
tle restaurant. 

The moment he saw Anita he was 
smitten with her wonderful beauty 
and fell passionately in love with

her. In another day he proposed 
and was accepted. Papa Delgado, 
enraged at the prospect of having 
bis breadwinner taken away from 
him, threatened to kil] the Mahara- 
jah, but was calmed with a present 
of $30,000. 

Without a moment’s loss of time 
the wedding was solemnized, and 
the new Princess, whose title in 
India is “Ranee,” went away to her 
new dominions. She comes to Eu- 


rope for a large part of every year 
and her adoring husband showers 
every luxury upon her. 

Kapurthala, the Maharajah’s coun 
try, is a large and populous nativ 
State in India, adjoining the British 
province of the Punjab. Hig 
title “Maharajah” means “Supreme 
Prince.” Within the borders of 
his State the Maharajah ia absolute, 
but the British Government of India 
takes charge of his foreign rela- 
tions. He is highly regarded by the 
British, because his father aided 
them during the Indian Mutiny, and 
he received a high decoration from 
queen Victoria. 

He possesses several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of the finest 
jewels in the world. He wears a tur- 
ban that is encrusted with rubies 
and .amonds. Hi! state robes are 
of exquisite colored silk, sewn with 
pearls and diamonds. 

Of the Prince’s realm 800 square 
miles is his personal property, and 
all its inhabitants pay rent to him, 
as well as the liberal taxes which 
they pay in common with the rest of 
the inhabitants of the country.

Your. Checkerboard 


EARLY every one has heard 
N of the smith who made a 
bargain with a man to shoe 
bis horse at the rate of one cent for 
the first nail, two cents for the sec- 
ond, three’cents for the third, and 
so on. Most of us have conjectured 
as to what the sum total would have 
been, but not many have gone so far 
as to compute what would have 
been his exact pay. 

That it would have been quite a 
sum all agree, even though the 
driving of the first nail would have 
brought him only one cent, but 
would you suppose that the last nail 
in the last shoe—the last nail alone, 
mind you—would have brought him 
in the neat little sum of $1,342, 
177.28? Even if he had begun his 
reckoning anew with the driving of 
the first nail in each shoe, he would

still have received good pay for his 
nails—$5.08, to be exact—but if the 
bargair had been kept to the letter 
it would have taken a many-times 
millionaire to pay the Dill The 
whole sum needed to settle the 
transaction would have been $2,684,- 
854.55, Who would not in such a 
case turn to shoeing horses? 

The figure 1 of itself is not very 
imposing, but when the power of 
geometrical progression is applied, 
even when increasing by a common 
divisor of only two, then the magni- 
tude of the numbers resulting soon 
becomes too much for the mind to 
grasp. A single grain of wheat, for 
instance, is a small thing, being on 
an average one-fourth inch long by 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness. 
Nor does a common checkerboard 


seem to be capable of provoking 
any considerable degree of wonder. 
But here is a problem with which 
you can pass away a few hours some 
rainy day, and a few statements 
which, if you doubt, you may verify 
for yourself. 

Allowing 550,000 grains to the 
bushel, as has been estimated, how 
much wheat will be required to 
cover the squares of a checkerboard, 
placing one grain on the first square, 
two on the second, four on the third, 
and so on in an increasing geomet 
rical progression? 

At a first glance the problem of 
providing the grain does not seem so 
impossible, but as the pencil gets 
busy you will find that by the time 
you reach the twentieth square 
you will require nearly a bushel of 
grain to cover that square alone; 
the next will require twice as much, 
and before long figures will mean 
nothing at all, for by the time the 
sixty-fourth square is reached, it 
alone will require 9,223,372,036,854,- 
775,808 grains, or about 16,769,767,- 
339,736 bushels, this last square re 
quiring as much to cover it (plus 
just one grain) as all the other 
squares together, 

The total amount needed is 18,- 
446,744,073,709,551,615 grains, or 
nearly 33,539,534,679.472 bushels, and 
a checkerboard might prove too 
small to hold it. The State of Kan- 
sas prides itself on being the wheat 
granary of the United States, but if 
one were to dump such a deluge of 
golden grain on the eighty-two thou- 
sand and odd square miles of Kan- 


;sas territory there would be very 


little of the State left to be seen, 
for the flod would rise to a level of 
eighteen feet, which would probably 
be too much for even the most 
wheat-mad Kansan. And mach as 
they boast of their ability to grow 
the cereal they would find the cover- 
ing of the checkerboard too .much 
for them, for with the world’s wheat 
crop estimated at between three and 
one-quarter and three and one-half 
billions of bushels, it would take 
the entire world something like ten 
thousand years to grow it. Nor 
would any one dare to eat any 
wheat products during that time, for 
every grain of it would be required. 

if you had a good wide footpath 
from here to the sun, one from 
which you would not be afraid of 
tumbling, would you try the trip? 
If the grains of this volume of wheat 
were to be placed end to end in a 
straight line, the far end would ex- 
tend 379,304 times as far as the sun 
is distant from us, and if placed 
side by side between here and the 


sun there would result a solid ribbon 


through this immense space over 
one and one-half miles wide. One 
could go to the sun, literally eating 
up the road, if one cared to do 80; 
nor would there be any danger o@ 
his dying of starvation.

caravans of them fn going over the 
country. On my way here we passed 
some camels which the Bedouin driv- 
ers were shearing. They were clipping 
the wool from the kneeling beasts, 
which cried and moaned, and now and 
then uttered shrieks as the shears 
snipped off bits of their flesh. Not a 
few shed actual tears. The wool of 
these camels is woven tnto a coarse 
cloth which is used for weaving the 
coverings of the Bedouin tents. 

As far as [ can see these camels of 
the Holy Land have no easy lot. They 
loads of three or four hundred 
and on short trips their 
packs are left on day and night. They 
begin to work at three years, and 
often last until they are twenty-five 
years of age. The best of them bring 
from $90 to $100 apiece. and the poor- 
est from $25 to $60. 

As to the donkeys, they are much 
cheaper. They form the draft animals 
of the poor, and are used by the farm- 
ers for carrying vegetables and wood 
into market. I see them loaded with 
Ojive roots on their way to Jerusalem, 
and now and then pass a donkey cara- 
van, every animal carrying a bag of 
grain which bas been balanced tpon 
his back and which the driver holds 
there as he goes up the steep hiils. 

4 Land of Milk and Honey. 

Palestine is called “the 
land milk and honey.” This is 
the past, and this it may be 
again, A Swiss family, not far from 
Jerusalem, has recentliv gone into the 
business, and it is producing many 
thousands of pounds of honey a year. 
The bees are kept in hives made of 
terra cotta jars, which are moved to 
different pastures several times dur- 
ing «A season. The average yield of 
honey per hive about one hundred 
pounds, and the product is delicious. 

\s to the Palestine flowers, 1 cannot 
describe them. There are sald to be 
more than 3,000 varieties. Crossing 
the upper plains of Sharon I rode 
through great fields of daisies as yel- 
low buttercups and as beautifully 
shaped as our daisies at home. There 
were greenish-white flowers carpeting 
the roadside, and among them poppies, 
gladioluses and lillies. In the gar- 
dens here are geraniums are large as 
rose bushes and on the sides of the 
hills wild flowers of every description. 
There are yellow violets and pink and 
blue blossoms whose names I know 
not. There is also a red flower called 
“the blood drop of Christ.” It is said 
to have sprung up on the spots where 
dropped the blood ef our Savior as He 
carried the cross. I counted thirty- 
five different wild flowers in a single 
day’s travel over the mountains of Sa- 
maria. At one place I saw what look- 
ed like plies of Bermuda onions, pulled 
up, lining roadside. There were 
bushels of them, and [ supposed they 
had been spilled out by a broken-down 
caravan. “Those are lily bulbs which 
the farmers have dug out of the fields,” 
said my guide, and farther on I saw 
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the men digging. The lillies are yel- 
low and white, and they grow wild. 
“They toil not, neither do they ‘spin,” 
but they cause the farmers to toil and 
are one of the pests he has to get rid 
of. 

On the Farms. 

There are but few farms of large 
size in the. Holy Land. The chief cul- 
tivated patches on the mountains are 
those which have been cleared of 
They are often not bigger 
than bed quilts and seldom contain 
more than three or four acres. Such 
fields frequently have stone walis 
about them. Down in the valleys and 
on the plains of the Philistines the 
farms are not seperated by fences and 
they are of a much greater extent. 
They are planted to wheat, beans and 
barley and grow luxuriant crops. One 


of the interesting scenes of the wheat, 


fields is often referred to in the Bible. 
This is pulling the tares, the seeds of 
which, if left, will make the flour bit- 
ter. Gangs of girls are engaged in 
this business all over Palestine. Bach 
gang works under an overseer, and 
the girls bend half double as they 
pull the weeds from the wheat. I am 


| told that enemies sometimes sow tares

the as is described in the 


wheat, 
uttered by Jesus. 

Speaking of wheat, [t is said that 
Palestine. is one of the places in which 
that grain originated. There is wild 
wheat here today, and the agricultural 


experts are investigating what can be 


done with other wild grains which are 
found in different parts of this coun- 
try. 

Hew They Plow. 

The plows of the Holy Land are 
about the same now as those used in 
the days of the Bible. They are rough 
affairs, made of wood tipped with iron, 
to which oxen and bullocks are yoked, 
piece of wood fastened 
the necks of the animals. Some- 
times the yoke hangs at an angle of 45 
degrees, reaching from the neck of a 
came! to that of a donkey. Donkeys 
and cows are also harnessed together 
and bullocks and camels. The share 
of the plow ends in a point like that 
of a pickax. It ecratches the soll, and 
nowhere goes very deep. The fur- 
rows are narrow, and many plows are 
required for large flelds. The flow- 
wear long gowns, and on their 
heads are cloths bound round with 
rope. They wear rough shoes or g0 
barefoot. 

Much of the land in the mountain- 
ous parts is so rough that plows are 
not used. The soil is dug up with @ 
mattock or hoe and all the crops are 
cultivated by hand. 
soll is so rich that it will often pro- 
duce several crops in one year. It 
will grow anything, and figs, olives 
and other fruits flourish. There are 
olive orchards everywhere. They cover 
the sides of the hills and are near 
every farm village. I was hardly out 
of sight of them on my way from 
Shechem to Mount Carmel, and I am 
told that a great quantity of oil is ex- 
ported. 

Taxed by the Mohammedans. 

The chief trouble of the Palestine 
farmer is the Mohammedan tax gath- 
erer and assessor. These men have 
squeezed the heart out of every crop 
of the past, and it is only now, when 
Turkey has a new constitutioh, that the 
people have begun to hope that they 
may make something out of their 
lands. The tax assessors go over the 
country when the olive trees are in 
bloom and they then estimate the 
money which each tree should yield. 
They assess this amount as a cash tax, 
and the owner of the orchard must pay 
it whether the yields turn out well or 
not. There is often a fallure of crops, 
and the trees produce just enough for 
the taxes. Sometimes they fail en- 
tirely. As a result people have grown 
discouraged and have begun to cut 
down their orchards and 6ell both wood 
and roots. This is forbidden by the 
new constitution. 

The taxation is not confined to the 
orchards. It is imposed upon every 
crop, the amount fixed being about 
one-eighth of the annual yield. This 
tax is farmed out to the highest bid- 
der, one man taking the contract of 
collecting the taxes for a village or 
district and offering the government 
a lump sum in cash for them. After 
the allotment has been made and the 
price fixed, they are allowed to stand 
for a week or so, during which time 
any one who offers 3 per cent more 
can get the district. Once settled, the 
allotment belongs to.the man who has 
paid for it, and he sets a watch on the 
crops to see that the full taxes are 
paid. All the gratin must be thrashed 
at the village. and put up there .in 
stacks of eight, each stack being of 
the same size. 

When this is done the tax gatherer 
selects the stock which he-witl!l take for 
the taxes and this is threshed out by 
itself, the farmer being required to de- 
liver the grain as the collector directs. 
He may have to carry it to Jerusalem, 
Jaffa or Nablous and in thts way make 
it costly that the farmer will be 
glad to sel! him the grain at hig price 
or to keep it at home, 

In addition to such taxes there is the 
Salt tax, by which every one tn Pales- 
tine must use and pay for so much salt 
a year, the salt being a government 
monopoly. There is a head tax of $2 
on every male member of tne com- 
munity. This zegina with babyhood 
and lasts until death, and tnere are 
other taxes upon land, as well upon 
imports and everything that man eats, 
drinks and wears. 

In a Jewish Colony. 

If the Holy Land could be freed from 
taxation and the farmers allowed fair 
play there is no doubt but that tne 
land would prcfluce many times what 
it does now. Its possibilities can be 
seen in the various colonies which 
have been established by the Jews 
and the Germans in the different parts 
of Palestine. Take for instance Zam-

written. The place is about five hours’ 
ride from Haifa, and a day’s journey 
by carriage from Nablous. The town 
is owned by a Jewish colony, which 
has a large tract of land given it by 
Baron Edward Rothschild, of Paris. 
The land is high above the sea at the 
northern end of the plain of Sharon, 
80 situated that it commands a view 
of that plain at the east and of the 
Mediterranean sea at the west. The 
country about is covered with chunks 
of limestone of all shapes and sizes, 
the bedrock croping out in ledges with 
small tracts of arable land here and 
there. 

The Jews have taken thfs land, and 


have cleared it by picking off the ]oose 
rocks and they are making it bloom 
like a garden. 
large fields on top of Mount Carmel, 
which are now covered with wheat. 
They are raising luxuriant crops of 
oats and beans and have vineyards as 
thrifty as those of south France or 
the Rhine. They have olive orohards 
which would be a credit to any part 
of Italy: and English walnut trees 
which bear like those of southern Cal- 
ifornia. They are raising fine cattle, 
which they graze on the hills in the 
daytime and bring in at night. he 
milk is excellent, and the meat as 
tender and sweet as the cornfed beef 
of Chicago. I am told that the land 
produces abundantly and that the col- 
ony does well. 

A German Tewn in the Holy Land. 

The town of Zammarian is far aiffer- 
ent from those of other parts of Pal- 
estine. Its nouses are of German 
architecture, and many of its people 
epeak German.

This plan is 
being tried in some instances and it 
will give us much better roads. tural 
telephones and rural free delivery of 
mail have greatly improved conditions 
in our inland communities, where the 
people are happy, prosperous and con- 
tented. 

In population we have shown a most 
healthy increase, and confidently ex- 
pect the result of the present census 
to show that we have itn the neigh- 
borhood of $1,750,000 inhabitants. 

The year has been a most seasonable 
one for our agricultura! interests, and 
crops of. all kinds have never been 
better. The modern methods used by 
many of our farmers is clearly dam - 
onstrating to all the benefits of care- 
ful prepaation of sofl fo Planting, 
caeful selection of seed. the right kind 
of fertilization and shallow cultiva- 
tion.

His uncertain- 
ty of single letters led Dr. Witmer 
to look for some defect of vision. The 
was confirmed by holding 
Several fingers before the hoy’s face.

The psychological clinic is best de-

practical demands and actual condi- 
tions permit. Decisive action is often 
of the first importance.

The clinic is also a clearing house 
for children. It occupies an interme- 
diary position between the initial act, 
when the child is first taken in hand 
for proper treatment, and its final 
disposition in the proper place for its 
training. A backward or mentally de- 
ficient child will suffer from either 
alternative of two possible courses. 
Misunderstood at school, uncared for 
at home, with no attempt at a remedy 
under the vain and vague delusion 
that he “will outgrow his dullness,” 
he is allowed to roam the streets, to 
up bad habits, to deteriorate 
steadily mentally and physically until 
a precocious aptitude for crime lands 
him in some penal institution or an 
early-acquired shiftlessness enlists 
him in the great army of ne’er-do- 
wells or beggars. In either case he 
becomes a threat and burden to the 
community. 

The opposite method of treatment 
usually springs from the ambition of 
the parents. Knowing the best sides 
of their gohildren, they are painfully 
loth to belleve the child of their am- 
bitious hopes cannot only never real- 
ize them, but actually must be as- 
signed to that fearful class known as 
“weak minded.” Seizing upon the 
child’s marvelous memory for obscure 
and detached details, or ypon its won- 
derful musical ability, the parents 
dwell upon these qualities. To thelr 
minds it must be lagjness, or inatten- 
tion, or carelessness That prevents ad- 
vance at school. They press the poor, 
weak brain to tasks entirely beyond 
it. They harass and torment the child 
until high-grade imbecility falls'to the 
abysmal gloom of idiocy. 

There are 100,000 children in the 
United States in/‘this class and one- 
tenth of all children are below par 
mentally. Already in the public 
sohools of Philadelphia 460 such chil- 
dren have been found and are under 
special observation. How many of 
them are being deprived of any educa- 
tion because of their lack of mentality 
and, therefore, roam the streets at 
will, no one Knows. Certain it is that 
every hamlet, every village, every 
town and every large city has its 
quota of children designated as “foo! 
ish,” “silly,” “not all there,” or “lack- 
ing in the upper story.’ Heretofore, 
they have been thought to be objects 
of special visitations of Providence ac- 
cepted as burdens by their parents or 
by the community and no special ef- 
fort made or even thought of for the 
alleviation of their condition In this 
wide fleld the psychological clinic 
finds its unique function. It instructs 
popular opinion and by opening the 
door of opportunity compels the guard- 
fans of such childrentotake the prop- 
er means of bringing them up to the 
full capacity of which they are 
capable. In almost every case this is 
at least to the point of self-support 
and assuredly in every case the sav- 
ing of the individual from untold suf- 
fering 

Out of such publfe agitation must 
eventually grow legislation which will 

only expend itself in housing, 
feeding and training Imbeciles, but 
will sée to it that the community pro- 
tects itself from itself by careful seg- 
regation and prohibition of marriage

The arm exercises that you were 
taught at school are valuable for 
“getting up a circulation.” Rest the 
clenched hands above the breast and 
raise them above the head with a 
quick, jerking motion, keeping the 
elbows straight. This, repeated ten 
times, fills the lungs and increases 
the speed of the blood through the 
body. The same movement outward 
at the side, and the same downward 
is also ar aid to circulation. 

There is good reason for the com- 
mon practice of having coffee 
brought to one’s bed before rising. 
The body, so long at rest, is slug. 
gish and has chilled a bit. The warm 
drink sets the blood flowing at a 
greater speed. Those persons who 
drink two or three cupfuls of hot 
water on or before rising are still 
wiser. I prefer the taste of cool 
water myself, but many women [| 
know, some of them great beauties 
and all of them possessing clear and 
beautiful complexions, flush the sys- 
tem with hot water every morning. 
This internal bath eleanses practi- 
cally the whole body of all impuri- 
ties. The taste of hot water is un- 
pleasant to some. Squeezing half a 
lemon into the water makes the 
drink more palatable. But do not 
use sugar. 

If the circulation is good and you 
are provided with plenty of warm 
outdoor wraps, there is no need in 
the moderate climate of most of 
your country to wear flannels next 
the skin; but if you lack either, 
warm, light flannels to protect the 
skin from sudden cold are neces- 
Bary. 

By all means keep the feet warm 
and dry. If there be any snow or 
slush in the streets, wear rubbers. 
The low sandals are neat and do not 
“draw” the feet, only protecting the 
sole of the foot from dampness, 
which is most necessary. Woollen 
hose are necessary for persons of 
weak circulation, but ordinarily 
sfrong cotton or silk hose are suf- 
ficient for warmth. When you come 
in from the street, change your 
shoes and stockings. Cleanliness, 
as well as comfort, requires this. 
Many a pretty girl has lost her good 
looks; some have lost their lives 
because they did not change their 
damp shoes when coming in from 
the street. 

When going out on a bitterly cold 
day, warm the body by a hot drink. 
A cup of cocoa, of chocdlate, or of 
warm milk excellently fortifies 
against the cold. 
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‘“‘Elbow muffs made of absor- 
bent cotton refine coarse arms.”’ 
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Do not retire with cold feet. 
Warm the feet well before getting 
into bed, else they may remain cold 
all night, and this is a most serious 
menace to the health. If necessary 
heat a small bag of sand, or heat a 
brick and wrap it in woollen cloth, 
or call to your aid the trusty hot 
water bottle, and keep the circula- 
tion normal during your sleep by 
one of these means of warming the 
feet. 

Do not let the hands grow cold 
when you are out of doors. Protect 
them in your muff @r with snug- 
fitting woollen gloves worn alone or 
drawn over kid ones. Do not wash 
your hands before going out or im- 
mediately after coming in from the 
cold air. Wash them in neither hot 
water, which makes them sensitive, 
nor in cold water that chaps them, 
but in tepid water into which a few 
drops of benzoin have been dropped 
for whitening. 

Let me repeat my warnings not 
to go into the cold air without pro- 
tecting the face by a mask of cold 
cream and powder.
